The go v ernment in Washingto n has issu ed 
an interesting repo rt o n marriages and div o rces, 
co mpiled recently fro m figu res receiv ed fro m all 
states, in which it is sho wn th at there are fifteen 


;es — black, yello w, bro wn, and red 
co lo red rafc 
, 
hav e been do minated and explo ited by the white. 
It wo uld be o nly natu ral if, so o ner o r later, they 
were to u nite fo r rev enge. 
Su ch a co nflict is 
qu ite po ssible; and M. Sarrau t is right in saying 
div o rces granted to ev ery 100 \narriage licenses, 
th at it wo uld be a terrible calamity. 
As a co mpariso n, the go v ernment’s repo rt u ses 
figu res o f 4 0 years ago , o r ju st the generatio n 
ahead o f the present times. 
At th at time there 
were 5.5 div o rces to ev ery 100 marriages, instead 
Of the 15 to 100 ratio to day. 
In tho se days there were 470 div o rces an­ 
nu ally per millio n o f po pu latio n. No w there are 
1,540 div o rces per millio n. 
The div o rce rate in this perio d has increased 
persistently and steadily, indicating either th at 
ho me life is u nhappier o r th at the 
preju dice 
against div o rce is. v anishing, o r, mo re pro bable, 
bo th. 
The last few wo rds hav e 
accelerated 
the 
mo v ement, the tables prepared by the censu s bu ­ 
reau sho wed. 
Div o rces in 19 25, the last year fo r 
Which all figu res hav e been set do wn, to talled 
180,853, co mpared with 148,815 in 19 22, and 27,- 
9 19 in 1887. 
Fiv e wiv es are granted div o rces to ev ery two 
hu sbands, acco rding to the 19 26 figu res. 
This 
sho ws increasing independence o f what was o nce 
kno wn as the weaker half, becau se o nly fo u r 
years befo re, the ratio was fo u r wiv es to two hu s­ 
bands in the div o rce decrees. 
Wiv es go t 126,000 
div o rces in 19 26 co mpared with 100,000 in 19 22, 
while hu sband 
adv anced o nly fro m 
47,000 to 
52,000. 
This was the first year in which wiv es 
go t as mu ch as 70 per cent o f the div o rces. 
Bo th sides o f do mestic disagrement cho o se 
desertio n and cru elty as fav o rite gro u nds. 
Mo re 
than 70 per cent o f the 
div o rces 
u ses these 
gro u nds. 
Dru nkenness is no t po pu lar as a gro u nd fo r 
div o rce, bu t the nu mber o f div o rces granted be­ 
cau se o f this increased fro m 1,536 in 19 22 
to 
2,774 in 19 26. 
The pro po rtio n o f dru nkenness, 
div o rces, ho wev er, dro pped fro m 3.4 per cent in 
pre-pro hibitio n 19 16 to o ne per cent in 19 22.

Yet there are gro u nds fo r lo o king o n the fu ­ 
tu re with o ptimism. 
The mo dem wo rld, which 
so metimes seems $o dense, is slo wly learning a 
few things abo u t internatio nal relatio nship. It 
is getting away fro m the o ld, flag-wav ing, su per­ 
patrio t attitu de in which the battleship and the 
marine were the o nly enjo ys o ne wo u ld think o f 
sending to an inferio r natio n. 
It is passing into 
the co ntro l o f the bankers and the indu strialists 
—and ho wev er mu ch th at fact may pertu rb the 
so cialist, it is immensely enco u raging. 
Fo r these bu sines men kno w th at harsh, u n­ 
ju st measu res do no t pay. 
The ways o f peace 
are better. 
It can be mo re adv antageo u s fo r a 
natio n to sell its go o ds to ano ther co u ntry than 
to flo at its o wn flag o v er the co u ntry’s capital. 
The salesman makes a better internatio nal emis­ 
sary than the admiral. 
Markets can no lo nger 
be wo n by fo rce o f arms. 
It is this fact — this gro wing co mmercializa­ 
tio n o f thghyo rld — that leads u s to ho pe. As­ 
su redly, if the natio ns co ntinu ed to deal with 
China, India and su ch co u ntries as they hav e 
do ne fo r the past centu ry, there wo uld so me day 
be tro u ble. 
Bu t they are ado pting a new atti­ 
tu de; the attitu de o f the bu siness man. 
And 
the bu siness man kno ws that fighting do es no t 
pay. 7

TO PROTECT GOOD CLOTHES 


When yoa open - your closet 


floor, do you see your best party 
frocks all jammed in with your 
every day dreasea, and dainty light 
voiles rubbing against heavy dark 
street dresses? If so, start to-day 
and make a sat of garment covers 
for every eloaet In the house — 
three at least for each member of 
the family. 
The material must be closely 


.woven to keep out the fine parti- 
cles of dost which would other- 
wise tin through: it must be wash- 
able and . of course Inexpensive. 
The easiest way Is to make the 
cases out of used flour bags. Your 
baker will sell them to you at a 
few cents apiece. Pull the chain 
and you bare then a piece of firm, 
durable cloth about a yard square. 
Remove the stamping by covering 
It with lard or kerosene, let stand 
overnight and th«n wash out in 
lukewarm water. 


Three bags will make a full-sized 


garment case. Cut the three piece* 
of cloth to a width of 27 inches. 
One of them, to be the front of the 
bag, is slashed up the middle to 
within six inches of the top. One 
slashed edge is faced back and the 
other has an extending facing to 
form a placket. Sew on snap fast- 
eners at three-inch Intervals. The 
top edges of the front and back are 
sloped down three inches to con- 
form to the shape of the coat 
hanger, and are stitched, leaving 
an Inch opening In the middle foi 
the hook. 


The third flour bag Is folded In 


half along the 27-inch width, and 
the long edges sewn to the bottom 
of the other two pieces. The sidet 
are then stitched up and the bag 
is complete except for the addition 
of a small pocket stitched on th< 
inside to hold a perfumed sachet 
or a few moth-balls.

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DIVORCE RATE INCREASES 


*• 
The government, in Washington has issued 


an interesting report on marriages andjdivorces, 
compiled recently from figures received from all 
Btates, in which it is shown that there are fifteen 
divorces granted to evejry 100 Carriage Ucenses. 


As a comparison, the government's report uses 


figures of 40 years ago, or just the generation 
ahead of the present times. At that time there 
were 5.5 divorces to every 1QQ marriages, instead 
of the 15 to 100 ratio today. 


In those, days, there,, wejre. 470. divorces anr 
nually per million of population. Now there are 
3,540 divorces, per million. 


The divorce rate in this, period has increased 


persistently and steadily, indicating, either that 
home life, is unhappier or that the prejudice 
against divorce iSs vanishing, or, more probable, 
both. 


The last few words have accelerated

movement, the tables prepared by the census bu- 


.Lreau showjed. Divorces in 1926. the last year for 


Which all figures have been set down, totalled 


" 180,853, compared with 148,815 in 1922, and 27,- 
*» in 1887. 


Five wives are granted divorces to every two 


husbands, according to the 1926 figures. This 
shows increasing Independence of what was once 
known as the "weaker half, because only four 
years before, the ratio was four wives to two hus- 
bands in the divorce decrees. Wives got 126,000 


'• divorces in 1926 compared with 100,000 in 1922, 
; while husband advanced only from 47,000 to 


• 52,000. This was the first year in which wives 
' got as much as 70 per cent of the divorces.
